Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1,3-1 1, and 13-19 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 1 and 11, 
the prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the over all claimed combination of an 
apparatus for preventing fluid transfer though an opening connecting an oviduct to a uterine 
cavity, the apparatus comprising a peripheral anchor portion comprising a plurality of spikes 
extending from the periphery of the base for engaging the uterine tissue leading to the opening 
and securing the body to the uterine tissue leading to the opening, the base overlying the 
opening. Therefore, the invention defined in claims 1 and 1 1 is considered novel.
